Milk prices in West End stores and delivered to West End 
homes drop one cent today in line with new prices set by the 
California Bureau of Milk Control.

Milk prices in stores will be 18% 
cents instead of 191% cents. New 
delivered price is 19 1/2 instead 
of 20%. 

However, as the new price goes 
into effect, two schools of thought 
continue their pressure upon the 
Bureau of Milk Control. 


PRESSURE EXERTED 


Heavy pressure is being exert- 
ed by the retail grocers associa- 
tions for a further drop in retail 
store prices. They contend the 
consumer should be given an add- 
ed advantage of a lower price, be- 
cause he picks up his milk and 
cuts out delivery costs. 


The other type of distributor, 
home distribution type, has been 
pinched by higher wage costs and 
contends the one-cent differential 
aids him to stay in business. 

Retail grocery associations, 
both independent and chain, con- 
tend that the milk bureau could 
easily lower the cost at least two 
cents because the retail outlet per- 
mits a lower charge. 

By reducing the price of milk 
another cent at the retail store, 
the associations contend, the con- 
sumer would buy more milk.
